The bill, which is being sponsored 
wy Hon. Perren Baker, minister of 
education, makes no_ substantial 
alteration in the law with regard to 
the establishment of any school dis- 
fricts; neither adds or detracts from 
‘any of the rights heretofore enjoyed 
iby a minority to establish separate 
schools, does not change the right of 
any school board in the matter of 
Teligious teaching, and.provisions of 
part fifteen of the act effects only 
those rural pubilc school districts 

which are included in a division.

GOVERNMENT NOT READY TO 
EMBARK ON POWER SCHEME 


Edmonton, . March 12. — Premier 
Brownlee in one of the most important” 
pronouncements of the session yester- 
day informed the House that Alberta 
was not ready to embark on a public 
power enterprise. He went further and 
said that whether the Government 
ever would undertake such a scheme 
would depend on three: main ques- 
tions. These were, ability to acquire 
existing plants at a fair valuation, the 
control it would exercise over power 
resources, and ability to finance a 
scheme without hindering the devel- 
opment of the Province in other ways 


The Government’s attitude at pres- 


started must be pursued. So that the 
Government may have expert advice 
on the matter the Premier announced 
the pending appointment of an out- 
staanding electrical engineer. Any 
provincial scheme, he further stated, 


must be based on the, acquisition of 
the Calgary Power: Company’s plants. { 


At the conclusion of the debate the 
motion of J. T. Shtw, Liberal, Bow 
Valley, recommendifg the non-aliena- 
tion of any power resoufcés pending 
an enquiry and report was rejected. 
So also was that of John Irwin, Cal- 
gary, by which the Government would 
have been restrained from entering 
into the business of producing power. 
The sub amendment moved by O. L. 
McPherson, providing for a continu- 
ance of the enquiry and the safe- 
guarding the right of the province to 
take over development and distribu- 
tion *was carried by an overwhelm- 
ing majority.

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BRIGHT FUTURE FOR 
ALBERTA HOG RAISING 


A considerable proportion of the 
hogs raised inthe Province of Alberta 
have been finding markets in British 
Columbia and in the Northwestern 
States. The adaptability of Alberta 
conditions to the raising of swine ‘has 
led the federal and provincial Depart- 
ments of Agriculture to study these 
outside maarkets to find out the kind 
or hogs that will find the most ready 
demand. A committee consisting of 
Mr. H. BE. Scholfield, representing the 
farmers of Alberta, Mr. 8. G. Carlyle, 
Provincial Live Stock Commissioner, 
and Mr. A. A. MacMillan, Chief of the 
Sheep and Swine Division of the Fed- 
eral Live Stock Branch, visited pack- 
ing plants and meat merchants at the 
Pacific Coast on their quest for in- 
formation. Owing to the development 
of the mining and lumbering indus- 
tries in British Columbia, the com- 
mittee reached the conclusion that tha 
province could continue to absorb in- 
creasing quantities of Alberta hogs.

For instanee, employers have to file 
a return giving the amounts paid each 
person in salaries, bonuses, commis: 
-Sions, and fees,where the amount was 
$1,000 dr more, or where the salary or 
wages jvas at a rate of $1,500 or more. 
Corporations have to file the names 
of those who were paid dividends, 
whether’ in cash or stock, and the 
amount of each. Persons acting in a 
fiduciary capacity, are reqnired to file 
details of the trust they represent. 

Those mentioned in the act as hav- 
ing to produce this information are 
asked to secure the proper forms from 
the nearest Income Tax Office, fill in 
their forms according to instructions, 
, and mail them to the Income Tax In- 
[3 spectors at these offices before March 
31. These are information forms only, 
and no cheques are sent with them. 


Officials of the ‘Department fully 
appreciate the trouble in making out 
these forms, but are doing everything 
in their power to facilitate matters by 
reminding the public. in plenty of 
time respecting the demands of the 
law. mW ae 
The total collections under the In- 
come Tax Act for last year are some 
millions of dollars ahead of the year 
before, in spite of a ten per cent re- 
duction in the tax.

GRADING OF GARNET“WHEAT 
DISCUSSED BY OFFICIALS 

A meeting of representatives of 
Canadian wheat producers, millers 
and Government officials, called-by the 
Minister of Agriculture, was held in 
the office of the Hon. Dr. Motherwell 
on February 15th, for the purpose of 
giving consideration to the problem 
confronting the farmers, millers and 
grain dealers of this Dominion in 
connection with the handling of the 
Garnet Wheat that has taken such a 
prominent place in the grain crop of 
Western Canada this year. Added im- 
portance has been given to the grade 
that should be allowed Garnet wheat 
by reason of the early frost which 
struck the prairies in 1928, causing the 
later-maturing varieties of wheat to 
be more or less. seriously injured, 
whereas of the early-maturing Garnet, 
the greater proportion suffered no 
frost injury. 

In 1927, the ‘Inspection Department 
of the Board of Grain Commissioners 
decided that the maximum grade that 
should be allowed for this new vari- 
ety, Garnet, should be No. 2 Northern.

This fact-of the im- 
possibility of having Garnet grade 
higher than No. 2 Northern, although 
fully matured, undamaged by frost, 
and of good quality, caused a great 
deal of dissatisfaction among the farm- 
ers of the western provinces, not only 
among those who themselves grew 
Garnet wheat this last year, but also 
among their neighbors who had seen 
the results obtained, and considered 
that an injustice had been done Gar- 
net growers. Considerable discussion 
of the question has resulted, and the 
dissatisfaction and discontent have 
been expressed in numerous letters to 
Government Departments and_ to 
Members of Parliaments, as well as in 
newspaper articles. 


In addition to this, the millers of 
this country had, on different occa- 
sions when asked by the Federal or 
Provincial Departments, expressed 
the opinion that Garnet wheat did not 
possess so high a milling value as did 
Marquis, and they were, to some ex- 
tent, held responsible by the produc- 
ers for the low grading to which Gar- 
net had been subjected. 


At today’s meeting, it was stated by 
the millers that Garnet was a rather 
difficult wheat to mill, and consequent- 
ly they were somewhat hesitant about 
milling it for either the domestic or 
export flour markets. The _ millers 
voiced a number of criticisms of this 
variety in this connection, the two 
most important being the difficulty in 
tempering the Wheat before milling, 
and the color of the flour produced. 
The difficulty in tempering was not of 
so much consequence when the wheat 
was separate and handled as Garnet, 
but much of the wheat, as it reaches 
the mills, is’apt to inclue’ varieties 
very wide apart in tempering quality, 
and when so mixed it was found al- 
most impossible to temper Garnet 
wheat properly, or secure from it a 
satisfactory return in flour output and 
quality, : 

The farmers’ dissatisfaction was 
due, in no small’ measure, to the fact 
that they judged that mixing practices

RURAL HEALTH UNITS 


Up until the present time, the know- 
ledge which’ we possess concerning 
the prevention of disease has been 
applied in cities much more than it 


has been in the small town and rural 


in the cities..By combining the rural |° 


areas. Practically all cities of any im- 
portance have organized health de- 
partments, with trained workers in 
charge of the various activities car- 
ried on by-the Department. ; 

~The small town and rural areas, as a 
result of the lack of health work, are, 
in general, not as healthy as are the 
cities. .In other words, those who live 
in the cities are more free from Pre- 
‘ventable diseases, because the cities 
have organized health departments 
which portect the citizens from pre- 
ventable diseases.'It has been the 
hope of those who have given thought 
to this problem of rural health, that 
some scheme might be devised where- 
by those living outside the cities 
would receive the same measure of 
protection from disease as those liv- 
ing in the cities. 


The country or rural health unit 
seems to offer a practical means for 


‘obtaining this most desirable end. The 


idea is to organize, in a county or 
some similar area, a health depart- 
ment which would be staffed by full- 
time trained workers. That is, the 
county would be served in a healthy 
way by a health organization similar 
to that which has done sg much good

ALBERTA MUST FIND 
NEW POWER SOURCES 
WITHIN NINE YEARS 


- 


Edmonton, Feb. 28.—Al] known pro- 
jects for the’ development of power, 
either already constructed or under 
course of construction, will satisfy the 
needs of the province of Alberta until 
1938, provided that maximum amount 
of storage facilities to feed the three 
plants on the Bow River are arranged, 
and additional generating equipment. 
But after 1938 Alberta will' have to 
look further for power sources, it was 
indicated in the report of R. Bruce 
Baxter, former deputy minister of 
telephones, which was tabled in the 
provincial house Thursday afternoon 
by Premier J. E. Brownlee. ° 

Mr. Baxter, who is now managing 
director of the Calgary Power Com- 
pany for Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
carried out an investigation of the 
power situation in the province at the 
request of the government, and re- 
quest bore the date of July 5, 1928. 

Mr. Baxter estimated that the pres- 


ent plants and those under construc-| 


tion, including the Ghost River plant, 
will be able to supply the needs of 
the province until 1932 and the sup- 
ply can be augmented for another six 
years with storage facilities and 
greater generating equipment. 


GRAVELLING ROADS 


While in Edmonton one day 1 hap- 
pened to chance’-upon Mr. Haddow, 
the busy City Engineer of Edmonton, 
in the office of Commissioner Mitchell, 
our President, who, if anything, is the 
busiest man I know.

Farmers are realizing more and 
more the necessity for using seed of a 
high grade. In the past, many were 
satisfied to take some of their previous 
year’s crop, clean it in a fanning mill 
and then use it for seed. Luckily, a 
great many of the men on the land 
are farming in a more scientific way 
and wish to take advantage cf the 
work done by plant breeders and oth- 
ers who, by developing different vari- 
eties of cereals have evolved grains 
possessing differences in times of 
maturity, disease resistance, and oth- 
er qualities that make for bigger, bet- 
ter, and surer crops. Again, many 
farmers realize that if seed of the 
highest quality is to be obtained, it 
requires a combination of cultural 
methods and the intelligent use ot 
cleaning machinery. The production 


of high grade seed in commercial 
quantities is the work of specialists 
and had be best left to them, but 
there should be on every farm a small 


plot, say from one to ten acres, devot-| Such as depth of seeding, ete. 


ed to the production of high grade 
seed to supply part, if not all of the 
farm's seed requirements. 

To obtain uniformity in the crop, 


uniform growing conditions must ex- 
ist in the field, so choose for your seed! letin, 


plot a level piece of land, of uniform 
soil quality, sufficiently removed from

Much information is available as. to 
the qualltios of the different varieties 
and an enquiry directed to the Unl- 
vorsity of Alberta, the nearest Hxpert- 
metnal Station, or Agricultural School 
will bring a wealth of information, 


Two methods of seeding exist which 
for lack of better terms will be refer: 
red to as broadcast and intertilled. 
The broadcast system is the system 
usually followed in ordinary farm prac- 
tice, while the intertilled system con- 
sists of seeding grain in rows spaced 
with intervals between the rows 
greater than the usual interval em- 
ployed. The space between the rows 
is kept free from weeds by cultiva- 
tion. 

When the broadcast system of cul- 
tivation is employed, seeding should 
be done early enough to permit the 
‘crop to reach full maturity before hny 
damaging frosts occur and the rate of 
seeding should be slightly less than 
usual in order that the development of 
'the plants will not be retarded by 
‘overcrowding. Other than' these two 
points, no hard and fast rules can be

woeds between the rows. If the weed 
growth gots too great a start, it Is al- 
most {impossible to destroy the weeds 
without damaging the crop. 

In both the broadeast and intortilled 
systems, the work of weeding will be 
considerably lessened if the crop is 
Nghtly harrowed after it has come 
through cho ground. Frequently 
through the growing season, the seed 
plot should be carefully examined and 
all impuritics removed. It should be 
realized that by impurities are meant, 
weeds, other kinds of vrain, other var- 
feties of the same kind of grain, dis- 
cased plants, and plants which for 
any reason are abnormal. Only strong, 
healthy, normal plants should be al- 
lowed to remain in the seed plot. 

The harvesting of the plot should 
not be started before the crop has 
reached ful] maturity and harvesting 
methods follow those in general use. 
In all operations connected with the 
seed plot, care should be taken to 
clean all implements used in order 
that a dirty implement will not intro- 
duce impurities. In threshing, particu- 
lar care must be taken so that the

graneries, All racks, wagons and the 
separator should be carefully cleaned 
ond all weed seeds and straw or grain 
removed. Do not thresh too close so 
that the grain ls not cracked or hulled. 
Soundness is of paramount {mport- 
ance in good seed. To prevent contam- 
ination in graineries, thresh the grain 
into clean sacks. 

A brief comparison of the two meth- 
ods of cultivation outlined may be of 
interest. The advantages of the broad- 
cast method are that this method is 
the one most usually followed and 
therefore is familiar to all, it saves 
space, and the labor of cultivation is 
less than in the intertilled method. 
The intertilled system produces more 
crop per bushel of seed sown; in wet 
years there is Jess tendency towards 
lodging of grain, inspection and rogue- 
ing can be mage easily carried out on 
account of the spaces between the 
rows, and in dry years, more mois- 
tuer is available for the growing 
crop. The time taken for the crop to 
mature appears to be the same for 
both methods. 

In conclusion it should be mention- 
ed that apart from the advantage of 
producing a high grade seed crop, a 
carefully managed seed plot provides 
a keen interest in and an appreciation 
of good grain thai does nut come from 
the production of purely commercial 
or feed crops.

TO CUT SALES TAX; 

TARIFF IS ADJUSTED! 


Ottawa, March 1—The budget to- 
day takes another one per cent off 
the sales .tax, bringing it down to two 
per cent. This was the most import- 
ant change contained. 

The tax on the sale and transfer of 


.8tocks is changed from a flat-rate of 


three cents to a graduated scale from 
one cent to four cents. 

Tax on insurance premiums other 
than life of-one per cent is abolished. 


Tax on railways and_ steamship 
tickets is removed. This takes effect 
May 1. 


Tax of three cents on. ‘telegrams aud 
cables is abolished, 

The ‘total loss of revenue from re- 
ductions in tariff and other taxes is 
estimated, at $25,000, 000. : 2 ey 

The transportation tax which is 
abolished (section 29 of the special 
war revenue act) is a tax of five cents 
on tickets over $1/and less than $5; 
over $5 for each additional $5, five 
cents. 

Steamships $1—when fare exceeds 
$10, but less than ‘$40; then $3 up to 
$65; above that a $5 tax. Chair car, 
ten cents; sleeping car, per cent, 
These are abolished from May 1, 1929. 

Most of the thirty-four changes in 
the tariff are in the matter of adjust- 
ments. 

Rates of duty on certain machitery 
and equipment used in the mining in- 
dustry have been reduced. The present 
rate is 5 British preference, 25 per 
cent intermediate and 2714 ga2neral, 
The new rate is ten per cent, 15 per 
gent and 20 per cent respectively. 

The lower duties on engines for 
fishermen’s boats are extended to in- 
clude parts. \ 

Request of horticulturists for re- 
duction in certain bulb apparatus has 
been granted. 

Some reductions are made in print- 
ing machinery. 

Rates on side cars for motorcycles 
reduced to same as on motorcycles. 

Provision is made for government 
to levy duty of. half cent a pound on 
copper rods if found necessary.
